“Recovery from long years of ime | 
prisonment, exposure and malnutri- 
tion is a long, slow process,” said 
the medical officer, when asked his

That the Japanese military au- 
thorities had planned @ campaign 
aimed at infecting their Hong 
Kong prisoners with the two 


major venereal diseases as well 
as having exposed them to per- 
sons suffering from leprosy, hed 
not come to his attention, said 
Capt. Gray when questioned on 
the truth or falsity of this under- 
standing. 

Asked if there had been any 
interference by the Japanese in the 
receipt of mail and parcels sent to 
prisoners through the International | 
Red Cross, Capt. Gray replied, “1 
received a parece] this spring which | 
was mailed in 1942.” 

Although this was sufficient evi- 
dence of delay in transit, Capt. Gray | 
did not attempt to identify the 
cause. On many occasions, how- 
ever, parcels from the Canadian 
Red Cross arrived just when the 
already low calorie ration was at 
an extreme ebb. and helped save 
the day for many prisoners. 

The prisoners in Hong Kong had 
never doubted the eventual out- 
come of the war even though news 
from time to time was black and 
discouraging. The prisoners were 
not entirely without news of the 
outside world, since work parties of 
the compound brought back 
snatches gleaned from their furtive 
conversations, and oftentimes 
smuggled newspapers which they 
found on the ground during their 
work 
JAP INDIFFERENCE 

Cruelty by the Japanese aut 
ties was noted first in their com- 
plete indifference to the urgent 
need of medical supplies, Captain 
Gray said, and it was often diffi- 
cult to manage the cases who were 
in direst need. For a long time he 
had to conduct his ministra- 
tions a makeshift basis due tc 
lack of medical and surgical sup- 
plies 

The prisoners of Hong Kong 

had a surprise banquet once last 
year when the Allies’ submarine 
blockade caused a shortage of 
fuel. Cold storage plants of the 
Japs were unable to operate and 
their contents were in danger of 
spoiling, so the Japs tossed the 
prisoners large quantities of 
pheasants and ducks which they 
had been reserving for their own 
tables, 

“They tasted good,” said Captain 
Gray, “but it didn’t do us any good 
because we soon had to resume our 
diet of rice and greens whieh didn’t 
taste any better in the memory of 
the feast.”

BERLIN, Oct. 22.—‘ Reuters)—British and American intelligence 
officers have marked the case of Adolf Hitler “closed” and have in- 
formed Washington and London that, so far as it is humanly poss- 
ible to obtain proof, Hitler is dead. 

Intensive investigations in the British and American zones to 
establish whether or not Hitler is alive, and if so, to produce him 
for the Nuernberg trials, have now finished 

Apart from continued scanning of faces by military police in the 
British and American zones nothing further will be done at this 
time, officials say. 

The British and American view is that Hit 
Berlin, and that Eva Braun died with him. 

The Russians who captured Berlin, and therefore had ac- 
cess to many more facts than the British or Americans, continue 
in their attitude that there is no proof of Hitler’s death and do 
not regard British and American evidence—alimost entirely 
based on statements by Germans who claim to have seen him 
die—as proof.

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The Dominion Should Help . 


Alberta’s University is over-crowded. 
So badly that a large number of students 
who sought admission have had to be told 
they must go elsewhere, postpone their 
courses, or give up the idea of getting a 
university education, Dormitories are 
filled, class-rooms are packed, and the 
suites which the city is providing for mar- 
ried veteran students will not meet the 
demand, 

The congestion is not temporary. It is 
certain to be permanent, and will grow 
worse, It is caused in large degree by the 
influx of men and women leaving the fight- 
ing forces, who wish to take advantage of 
the offer of financial assistance from the 
Dominion. Another 200 of these are due 
to start classes at New Year's, and an- 
other contingent will be coming in next 
fall. Meanwhile the civilian high school 
graduates who want to proceed to courses 
in ’Varsity are growing rapidly in num- 
bers. 

An extensive building program, de- 
layed due to the war, is the only means by 
which this condition can be relieved. More 
living quarters and more class-room facil- 
ities must be provided, and as quickly as 
possible. The Dominion should help the 
province to supply this new accommoda- 
tion, because the need arises in part from 
the assistance and encouragement that is 
being given to veterans to enter for uni- 
versity courses. 

It is in every way desirable that as 
many dischargees as possible should avail 
themselves of this opportunity. But since 
there isn't room for them and for all the 
civilian students who want to register, 
there is a plain obligation on the federal 
Government to assist the Alberta Govern- 
ment to provide the new buildings which 
are immediately required.

The Commons Approves 


The House of Commons agreed unan- 
imously to ratify the Charter of the United 
Nations Organization. Though there was 
no division on the question of acceptance, 
there was criticism of some features of the 
operating set-up, and no claim in any 
quarter that the arrangement is all that 
could be desired. The Senate will no doubt 
take similar action. 

There wasn’t and isn’t in fact anything 
that parliament could do other than ap- 
prove the Charter or refuse to approve it. 
Refusal would not kill the Charter nor 
change it. The Organization would go 
ahead on the lines laid down, just the same. 
The only difference would be that Canada 
would occupy the status of a chronic critic, 
and be subject to harmful misconceptions. 

That the Charter is not without defects 
is only to say that it was drawn up by 
human beings. It was drafted by a large 
body of properly chosen delegates who 
represented all but a relatively small frac- 
tion of the world’s population. The peo- 
ples for whom they spoke have differin 
and in many conflicting interests. 
They have different « ms, traditions 
habits of thought, and ideals

Any hope that Premier Stalin, Presi- 
dent Truman and Prime Minister Attlee, 
or some one of them, might intervene to 
break the deadlock which developed in the 
Council of foreign ministers, is gone, At 
London Mr. Bevan stated that the min- 
isters expressed the divergent view- 
points of their chiefs. 

Another meeting of the Big Three 
seems to be indicated. This is strengthened 
by Moscow's proposal that an Allied coun- 
cil be set up to direct occupation policy 
in Japan on behalf of the five major pow- 
ers, This does not line up with M, Molo- 
toff's demand that Russia, Britain and the 
United Sta‘:s only have voiees in dictating 
peace treaties in the Balkans, with Italy 
and Finland. 


There is inconsistency also, or the ap- 
pearance of it, in the fact that while Rus- 
sia, Britain, the United States and France 
are all administering parts of Germany, 
the United States is being left to do the 
job lone-handed in Japan in the name of 
all the Allies. 

These circumstances, coupled with the 
Council deadlock, call pretty plainly for 
a get-together of the Big Three—perhaps 
of the Big Five—for a frank exchange of 
views and reactions. Letting matters drift 
would be more likely to do harm than good. 

It is not reassuring to learn from Wash- 
ington that no plans have been made for 
another meeting.
